Victory loaf, a war bread containing 
n f> per cent substitute for wheat (lour, 
prescribed by thu food administration 
as a part of Its 11)18 food con.sorvallon 
program. 


Tbo percentage of substitute flours 


used by baking establishments will 
bo Increased gradually until a 20 per 
cent substitution Is reached on Febru- 
ary 24. 


Hotels, rpstniirants nnd other pub- 


lic eating places will be required to 
observe tho regulations laid down for 
baking establishments.

This requires that evory package of 
agricultural seed exceeding one pound 
in \voight must be labeled, with the 
percentage of purity and germination 
when sold or offered for sale on the 
Wisconsin market. If the seed is corn, 
alfalfa or small grain, the label must 
also tell where the seed is grown.

est possible crops must be raised this 
coming summer. 
Maximum crops can- 


not be raised unless he seed sown is 
of good quality. Be sure that (he seed 
used' is clean, vital seed, which will 
produce a good crop.

IK equipped to 


give as rapid service as it is possible 
for accurate results, but. each sample 
requires a certain amount of time for 
1he testing, and the large]' Ibo num- 
ber of samples which can be sent, in 
early, to avoid the rush which comos 
later, the better it will be for all con- 
cerned.

It Is more llkj 
ly to be free from harmful bacterin 
nnd to contain more of the lactic ack 
which gives it Its healthful properties 


Lactic acid bacteria arc present it 


(lie dlgesfive tract and destroy other 
bacteria which might prove Injurious 
to the body. The use of. buttermilk as 
a beverage Is one method of Introduc- 
ing more of these lactic bacteria into 
the system. 


Whole or skim milk may be used to 


make culture buttermilk, but usually 
these are combined In equal parts. The 
milk Is first subjected to u temperature 
of ]SO degrees for 30 minutes to steri- 
lize it. It Is then cooled to 70 de- 
grees and a small amount: of starter 
is added. .The milk is kept at this 
temperature for ten or twelve hours 
u n t i l the whole Is -y»igulatod. After- 
wards it Is foeiir.cn thoroughly or churn- 
ed from three to tlve minutes and salt- 
ed—one te.'ispoonful of salt to each 
gallon. The buttermilk is then cooled 
(o 50 degrees, at which temperature It 
Is kept ready for use. • 


The starrer is made from pure lactic 


acid culture obtained from die labora-

Now this Is quite a common mistake, 


and people have 'been made blind by 
this carelessness, Drugs that nre most 
useful are, as a rule, most dangerous, 
and should always he kept under lock 
and key nnd plainly labeled. At pres- 
ent we are being robbed enough of the 
members of our families during the 
war, so that we should have no pa- 
tience with the killing of the Innocent 
at home by simple carelessness, and It 
Is this common, everyday practice of 
confusing drug bottles that I warn you 
against, It can all be done away with 
If you will only give it reasonable at- 
tention.

Wisconsin Farmers and Seed Dealers 


Asked to Send Samples to State 


Agricultural Department. 


Madison — Attention of Wisconsin 


farmers and seed dealers is called to 
the fact that the enforcement of the 
state seed inspection law has been 
transferred from the Experiment sta- 
tion to the Wisconsin Department of 
Agriculture, at the Capitol. The seed 
inspection laboratory will remain at 
the Agricultural college, and all sam- 
ples should be addressed to the State 
Seed Inspector, Agronomy building, 
Madison. 
A fee of twenty-five cents for each 


sample should accompany the seed, if 
a complete test is desired. If purity or 
germination tests separately are re- 
quired, the fee is fifteen cents for 
each. 
Send money in the form of 


check, postoffice money order or com. 
Make all checks and money orders 
payable to the Wisconsin Department 
of Agriculture, but mail them to the 
Agronomy building. 


The last two years have been un- 


favorable for the production of some 
kinds of seed, so that there is a scarc- 
ity and prices will be high. Be sure 
to" see that all seed purchased or sold 
is labeled to conform with the re- 
quirements of the seed inspection law. 
This requires that every package of 
agricultural seed exceeding one pound 
in weight must be labeled, with the 
percentage of purity and Kermination 
when sold or offered for sale on the 
Wisconsin market. If the seed is com, 
alfalfa or small grain, the label must 
also tell where the seed is grown. 


Because of war conditions, the larg- 


est possible crops must be raised this 
coming summer.

calomel, 


an Innocent form 
of mercury and bi- 
chloride 
of 
mer- 


cury, one of the nios>t deadly of poi- 
sons. 


One of these drugs might tip picked 


up for the other In the dark or own 
In the daytime, If the label was not 
carefully rend by Ihe one seeking to 
take Ihe medicine. 
This has resulted 


In an Innoeenl iV.hor killing his child, 
or perhaps his wife, or In some cases 
himself. 


Another great mistake Is to change 


a drug from 0110 ootlle to another 
without altering the label. II is often 
done In dividing up the contents of 
a rare drug with a neighbor. The one 
receiving the uulaheleil boll IP depends 
upon his memory, wlilch often falls 
him, anil a fatal mistake results. 


A very shoi t time ago 1 knew of a 


generous doctor cllvlitlng up a rare 
drug with one of his colleagues. Intend- 
ing to label the hotlle he kept for hi in- 
self. 
He neglected lo do so, and not 


long after he wanted lo usu the d r u g 
anil picked up what ho believed to be 
Ihe proper bottle, but which proved to 
contain an agent active In Its power In 
destroy tissue. This be dropped Into 
lib, eye and only escaped having his 
eye destroyed by a narrow margin. 


Now this Is quite n common mistake, 


am! people have been made blind by 
this carelessness, Drugs that are most 
useful are, as a rule, most dangerous, 
anil should always be kept under lock 
anil key and plainly labeled 
At pres- 


ent we are being robbed enough of the 
members of our families during the 
war, so thai we should have no pa- 
tience with Iho killing of the Innocent 
at home by simple carelessness, and It 
Is UilM common, everyday practice of 
confusing drug bottles that I warn you 
ngnlnst. It can nil be done away with 
If you will only give It reusonnblo at- 
tention. 


Cats Eat Only Scraps.

for anyone's proposing to destroy tin- 
cats lo save the food they eat," said

Culture Buttermilk More 


Beneficial as Drink; Has 


More of the Lactic Acid 


Culture buttermilk Is more beneficial 


as a "drink than the common, variety, 
according to C. E. Buchanan of the 
dairy department of the Kansas State 
Agricultural college. It is more like- 
ly to be free from harmful bacteria, 
and to contain more of the lactic acid 
which gives it its healthful properties. 


Lactic acid bacteria are present in 


the digestive tract and destroy other 
bacteria which might prove Injurious 
to the body. The use of buttermilk as 
u beverage is one method of introduc- 
ing more of these lactic bacteria into 
the system. 


Whole or skim milk may be used to 


mate culture buttermilk, but usually 
these are combined in equal parts. The 
milk is first subjected to a temperature 
of ISO degrees for 30 minutes to steri- 
lize it. It is then cooled to 70 de- 
grees nnd a small amount of starter 
is added. .The milk Is kept at this 
temperature for ten or twelve hours 
until the whole is coagulated. 
After- 


wards it is beaten thoroughly or churn- 
ed from three to five minutes nnd salt- 
ed—one teaspoonful of salt to each 
gallon. The buttermilk Is then cooled 
fo f>0 degrees, nt which temperature it 


j is kept ready for use. '

The starter is made from pure lactic 


i acid culture obtained from the laborn- 


i lories where it is cultivated. The lac-

The one 
receiving the unlabeled bottle depends 
upon his memory, which often falls 
him, nnd n fatal mistake results. 


A very short time ngo I knew of n 


generous doctor dividing up a rare 
drug with one of his colleagues, intend- 
ing to label the bottle he kept for him- 
self. 
He neglected to do so, nnd not 


long after he wanted to use 'the drug 
nnd picked up what he believed to be 
the proper bottle, but which proved to 
contain nn agent active in its power to 
destroy tissue. This he dropped into 
his eye nnd only escnped having his 
eye destroyed by a narrow margin. 


Now this is quite n common mistake, 


nnd people have 'been made blind by 
this carelessness. Drugs thnt are most 
useful are, ns a rule, most dangerous, 
nnd should always be kept under lock 
and key and plainly labeled. At pres- 
ent we are being robbed enough of the 
members of our families during the 
war, so that we should have no pa- 
tience with the killing of the innocent 
at home by simple carelessness, and it 
is this common, everyday practice of 
confusing drug bottles that I warn you 
against. It can all be done away with 
if you will only give it reasonable at- 
tention.

Food May Be Saved by Close 


Watch of Weather Forecasts 


Immense losses of food products, oc- 


casioned by freezing and other injuri- 
ous weather conditions, occur annually 
thnt may, with proper precautions, be 
avoided. 
This is especially true of 


shipments by rail during the winter 
season. The wenther 
bureau issues 


forecasts daily, and special warnings 
as occasion demands, giving informa- 
tion of expected weather conditions, in- 
cluding frosts, cold waves, high winds 
nnd heavy rains or snow. 
During the 


winter season, officials in charge of 
nearly all weather bureau stations is- 
sue daily what are known as "Ship- 
pers' Forecasts," giving the minimum 
temperature expected to occure witbinj 
a shipping radius of from 24 to 80 
hours from the station. 
These fore- 


casts are published on postal cards. 


Careful 
watch 
of forecasts 
and 


warnings will often enable shippers to 
avoid losses, either by expediting or 
delaying shipments or taking extra pre- 
cautions to protect goods from injury. 
No shipment of considerable length 
should be made without first ascertain- 
ing the expected conditions over the 
route. The occasion demands the .ut- 
most care to prevent losses of food not 
only as a matter.of self-interest but as 
a patriotic duty. .

When the great struggle between 


the Northern" aud 
Southern states 


came on Allan 
FIUs Hugh, twelve 


years old, was nt school in Virginia.

was "We'll hang Jeff Davis on a sour 
apple tree," nnd in the Souih Presi- 
dent Lincoln was called "the bnlmo*." 
The Northern schoolboy conceived the 
Idea that President Davis was nn ogre, 
not realizing thut he was an educated 
gentleman, had commanded a regiment 
of United States troops in the wnr 
with Mexico, had been a United States 
senator and secretary of war. 
The 


Southern schoolboy considered Presi- 
dent Lincoln a wild man from the 
Western woods who delighted in blood- 
shed. 
Children whose minds nre not 


developed must concentrate upon one 
head in nny movement in which they 
are Interested. 
So Allnn's thought? 


dwelt upon Mr. Lincoln, embodying 
the great president with his idea of 
the-tinted "ynnkees." 


When Allan was fifteen he begged 


his mother to let him go to fight for 
the Confederacy. 
Naturally she clung 


to her son, nnd the matter wns com- 
promised between them In this wise: 
If the'war was not over in another 
year Allan was to enlist with his moth- 
er's consent. 
Many boys of his age, 


both in the North and In the South, 
broke away from parental restraint 
and enlisted without permission. Food 
for powder was in demand, nnd the 
recruiting officers often winked nt the 
fact that the recruits were under nge. 
But Allan was his mother's only child, 
and, 
being of an extremely affection- 


ate disposition, the bond between them 
was doubly strong. 


So Allan continued nt his studies, 


though he rend more about the battles 
that were being fought thnn the sub- 
jects treated in hi.s textbooks. 
He 


lived in Richmond, and nt one time 
had listened to the roar of tho cannon 
during the seven days' bntth'.s that hnd 
been fought between Lee nnd MeCIel- 
lan. 
His admiration for soldi«>rs wore 


away some of his bitterness ngnlnst 
the federal generals, but President 
Lincoln wns still the embodiment of 
his repugnnnce for the Northern peo- 
ple. 
The two heads—Davis of the 


Confederacy nnd Lincoln of the fed- 
eral Union—throughout th» war con- 
tinued to represent the bluer antag- 
onism felt by either side. 


In the early spring of 1805 Allnn 


Fitz Hugh came to be sixteen years 
of age, and his mother reluctantly con- 
sented to his doing his pnrt to fill the 
gnps In the Southern ranks rnnde by 
Northern* missiles. 
When the time 


came for him to lenve his mother he 
was seized with a foreboding that be 
wouVl not see her ngnin. 
It is ques- 


tionable which suffered the more at 
parting, mother or son. 


Allan enlisted In time 'to take part 


in one of the last battles of the war. 
He saw a dark line of blue on the edge 
of a -wood behind earthworks. With

moved toward it. 
Suddenly n storm 


burst In his face.

collapse and sunk down on the ground.

oi State Highway officials, has set 
forth squarely the policy which he 
thinks should be .followed ia high- 
way construction during 
the war. 


Secretary Houston says: 
"So far as it is practicable to do

this department will urge the 


maintenance of the highways already 
constructed; the 
construction 
and 


completion of those highways which 
•:ro vlta,!ly important because of their 
bearing upon the war situation or for 
the movement of commodities; the 
postponement of all highway con- 
struction relatively less essential or 
not based upon important military 
or economic needs. The department 
ia preparing to suggest to the state 
highway departments the preparation 
ot a schedule of work for the Federal 
[lid projects for ID IS in line with this 
policy." 
In carrying out the policy thus an- 


nounced there has been sent out by 
the oflicc of Public Roads ot the De- 
partment of 
Agricultures, schedule 


forms on which the states are re- 
quested to set forth their proposed 
Federal .aid work for the :ID18 work- 
ing- season. These schedules call for 
a description of each road; the char- 
acter, quantity, and rail haul of the 
materials to be used; the probable 
cost; the amount of federal funds 
dosirod; the specific purpose of the 
improvement; its bearing upon the 
war situation; and what effect a de- 
lay of the work until 1019 or later 
would have. With the information 
thus assembled and classified,-an ef- 
ficient road-construction program is 
assured. 
While it is impossible to 


make any definite statement regard- 
ing the transportation of road mater- 
ials ,the expectations are that the 
transportation situation will be im- 
proved and that the shipment of sucb 
materials for essential projects can 
be made. 
Road construction and maintenance 


in the United States involve .an -an- 
nual expenditure of some $300,000,- 
000, 
and there is scarcely a section 
oi the country that is not serious-ly 
affected by a marked disturbance in 
road work.

POTATO SITUATION 


WORSTJN YEARS 


According to L. C. Corbett, horti- 


culturist in charge .cxf the horticul- 
tural and Pomoloirioal investigations, 
bureau of plant industry, the potato 
situation at the present time is Hie 
worst it has been in years. He says 
that the psychological effect of the 
record breaking prices received by 
the growers for the potato crop last 
year seems to have convinced many 
that, similar prices should be,obtained 
for the 3017 crop. As a result it ts 
believed that large quantities of. po- 
ta-toes! are being held back for prices 
higher than the extent of the supplj 
on hand justifies. 
This statement is amply substa - 


tiated by the Bureau of Crop Esti- 
mates' reports in which it is shown 
rh-H the amount of stock on hand on 
January lr 1918, has only been ex- 
ceeded on three former occasions. 
viz- 11)09-10, 1H32-J.3 and 1914-15. 
In each of these crop seasons men- 
tioned, the price of potatoes to the 
consumer on January 1 was very 
much lower than on January 1, 1918 
It n,'.so shows that the price received 
by the grower during April and May 
next following was extremely low. la 
fact, 
many 
localities 
during 
the 


spring of 1913 and of 1915,' iollow- 
ins the heavy crop seasons ot u.i^ 
and 1914, large quantities were al- 
lowed to rot in the storage cellars or 
were hauled out and dumped on the 
hind or into streams, simply because 
there was no market for them at any 
price. A part of this trouble was du- 
to the fact that earlier in the season 
the grower was not willing to acceju 
a reasonable price for his crop. It id 
believed that the same tendency to 
hold for higher prices than the ex- 
tent of the crop justifies exists today.

CYNIC once remarked thut the
